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FOREWORD 


HE Japanese and Chinese section of the Havemeyer catalogue, 

presented in six sessions, contains the major portion of the cabinet 

objects and fabrics collected by Mrs. Havemeyer, together with a 
considerable group of hanging paintings and Japanese prints. 

The craft of the Japanese applied to the decoration of small objects 
is seen in exquisite detail in the ornamentation of the guards and other 
metal sword furniture, the knife handles and the daggers of the armed 
citizen; and as the use of tobacco became prevalent there arose another 
industry—artistic ability being lavished on the designs of the tobacco 
pouches, with their attendent netsuke. These delicate miniatures of carving 
are, in fact, perhaps the most characteristic product of Japanese handicraft. 

The lacquer contained in the present catalogue is in all respects the 
finest group offered at public sale since the dispersal of the Thomas E. 
Wagegaman collection of 1905, the boxes ranging from the tiny hari-bako, 
or needle boxes, to elaborate ceremonial caskets, intended to contain paper 
and food and including a great number in the prized eighteenth century 
togidashi, or flat technique. A collection of about one hundred and twenty- 
five inro includes examples of the school of Ritsuo, a beautiful group by 
Masatoshi, and first-rate specimens by Kajikawa, Jokasai, and others of 
the more prominent artists of the period. 

The collection of Japanese pottery is remarkable for its range, com- 
prising more than one thousand pieces from almost every province in Japan. 
Of these we may signalize the excellent Satsuma and Takatori wares, in- 
cluding many exquisite tea jars, and a widely varying assortment of Seto 
pottery from the province of Owari, one of the first wares to be made 
under Chinese influence. 

The Japanese bronzes, offered in the third and fourth sessions of the 
sale, exemplify the highly individual love of asymmetry which is one of the 
boundaries between Japanese and Chinese art; it was not, indeed, until 
recent times that Chinese styles were effected to any appreciable extent. 

The pictorial art of Japan is seen in a group of eighteenth century 
prints, together with a few paintings and panels of the late Tokugawa and 
Meiji periods. 

We can refer only in brief summary to the Chinese ceramics and 
bronzes. The former contain a considerable class of the Ch’ing blue-and- 
white ware; the earlier dynastic pottery is exemplified by the Han sepulchral 
objects, several bowls in the Sung chiin yao, Sung and later Kuangtung 
ware, and ting yao of the Ming dynasty. The important bronzes are 
principally of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, of the Ming dynasty; 
bronzes of archaic design from the Han and T'ang periods with incrusted 
patina include a six-handled T’ang vase, a rare four-handled vase of 


quadrilateral form with chiseled scroll decoration, and other ritual vessels 
for wine and incense. 

The Chinese hanging paintings portray the national veneration for 
the work of earlier periods, many of the works of the Yitian and Ming 
dynasties and even of the reign of K’ang-hsi, being copies or adaptations 
of lost earlier masterpieces, often signed in admiration with the names of 
the earlier artists. We may enumerate Mansion Beside a Lake, Tartar 
Horsemen, Princess Joga, and Poet Admiring the Moon, as among the 
most delightful of these works. 

We are indebted to Mr. K. Tanaka for his competent technical 
assistance in the preparation of the Japanese section of the catalogue.
